School  in  said  Greenland  on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth 
day  of  March,  next  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon, 
to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

(The  polls  will  be  open  from  10:00  a.m.  to  6:00  p.m. 
to  elect  town  officers.  Discussion  and  action  on  the 
articles  in  the  warrant  will  take  place  at  8:00  p.m.) 

2.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Town  Clerk  on  the 
result  of  the  election  of  Town  Officers. 

3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Greenland  Volunteer  Fire  Department  answered 
a  total  of  twenty  one  (21)  calls  during  the  year  1955. 
Under  the  Mutual  Aid  System,  Greenland  provided  aid 
to  Rye,  Stratham,  Newmarket  and  Portsmouth  with 
Greenland  requiring  assistance  but  once  during  the 
year. 

Of  the  fifteen  (15)  local  calls  received  during  the 
year  only  two  (2)  resulted  in  property  damage  of  $300. 
or  over,  with  the  balance  of  fires  being  chimney,  brush 
or  grass,  flooded  oil  burners  and  one  truck  fire. 

During  the  year  the  Department  has  continued  to 
make  improvements  and  repairs  to  its  existing  equip- 
ment, with  a  complete  overhaul  and  relining  of  the 
brakes  on  the  hose  wagon.  The  tank  truck  has  been 
provided  with  a  new  battery  and  a  complete  overhaul 
and  repair  of  the  booster  pump.  Work  is  also  being  done 
on  the  wiring  of  both  trucks  which  will  eventually  result 
in  a  complete  rewiring  job. 

Members  of  the  Department  have  taken  advantage 
of  the  various  training  programs  offered  throughout 
the  year,  with  members  attending  the  school  at  Grenier 
Field  sponsored  by  the  N.  H.  Fire  Chiefs  club  and  also 
the  programs  presented  at  the  Mutual  Aid  meetings. 

Members  of  the  Department  again  wish  to  thank 
the  towns  people  and  local  organizations  for  their  gen- 
erous support  of  the  fire  department  and  its  various 
activities. 

A  special  thanks  also  goes  to  the  Auxiliary  of  the 
Fire  Department  for  their  continued  work  in  our 
behalf.

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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  REPORT 


BE  A  GOOD  CITIZEN  —  COOPERATE 

Smoking  and  debris  burning  caused  more  than  50  percent  of 
the  forest  fires  occurring  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  in 
1955  —  235  fires  out  of  a  total  of  463  originated  from  these  two 
sources.  Lighted  smoking-  material  and  matches  thrown  from 
moving  vehicles  along  the  highway  or  dropped  by  fishermen, 
hunters,  hikers,  berry  and  flower  pickers  accounted  for  26  per- 
cent; debris  burning  in  the  wrong  place  or  at  the  wrong  time 
by  those  who  failed  to  heed  all  pleas  for  safety  or  refused  to 
recognize  the  logical,  sensible  rules  and  regulations  set  up  under 
leg-islative  authority  governing  the  use  of  fire  in  or  near  wood- 
lands accounted  for  more  than  24  percent.  This  is  inexcusable. 

Everything  possible  is  being  done  officially  to  remedy  the  situ- 
ation. Since  1909  there  has  been  a  statute  on  our  law  books 
which  requires  everyone  to  secure  written  permission  from  the 
local  forest  fire  warden  before  starting  a  fire  in  or  near  wood- 
lands or  where  fire  can  be  communicated  to  woodlands,  unless 
the  ground  is  covered  with  snow.  A  never  ending  program  of 
educational  work  is  being  carried  on  by  your  local  warden  and 
state  officials  to  inform  the  general  public  both  of  the  value 
and  necessity  of  securing  the  required  permit  for  such  burning. 
Much  progress  has  been  made,  but  there  are  still  many  who  fail 
or  refuse  to  cooperate.  The  value  of  our  permit  system  was 
definitely  proven  in  this  district  during  the  1955  calendar  year. 
Local  wardens  issued  150  permits  for  debris  burning  fires.  That's 
a  lot  of  permits.  The  records  show  only  NO  permit  fires  got  out 
of  control.  This  proves  several  things  —  while  wardens  were 
liberal  in  the  issuance  of  fire  permits,  accommodating  every  ap- 
plicant so  far  as  possible,  they  were  cautious,  following  closely 
directives  outlining  overall  policy  governing  the  issuance  of 
burning  permits  and  thoroughly  instructing  permit  users.  The 
latter,  too,  fully  appreciating  their  responsibility  in  using  their 
permits,  governed  themselves  accordingly.  Result  ?  Much  burn- 
ing done  legally  and  safe. 

But  what  of  the  smokers  ?  Despite  all  the  efforts  of  those 
officially  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  preventing-  fires,  too 
many  were  careless  or  thoughtless  in  disposing  of  smoking 
material  and  matches.  Why?  It  is  difficult  to  say.  Autos  are  now 
equipped  with  ash  trays.  Why  not  use  them.  The  crushing  out  of 
a  cigar,  cigarette  and  the  complete  extinguishment  of  matches 
before  being  discarded  is  an  easy  chore. 

If  the  costly  habits  of  the  careless  and  indifferent  smoker  and 
debris  burner  could  be  overcome,  more  than  half  of  our  annual 
forest  fires  would  be  eliminated.  Will  YOU  do  YOUR  share  to 
bring  this  about? 
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REMEMBER 

1.  Get  a  written  permit  from  your  local  warden  before  starting* 
your  debris  burning  or  camp  fire.  The  law  requires  it. 

2.  Make  certain  they  are  dead  out  before  leaving  them. 

3.  Become    a    safe    smoker    by    extinguishing    smoking   material 
and  matches  before  discarding  them.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Greenland 
Central  School  in  said  district  on  Saturday  the  tenth 
day  of  March,  1956,  at  one  thirty  o'clock  p.m.  to  act 
on  the  following  articles : 

The  polls  will  be  open  for  the  election  of  District 
Officers  at  one  thirty  o'clock  p.m.  and  may  not  be  closed 
prior  to  seven  o'clock  p.m. 

Article  1.     To  elect  the  following  district  officers: 

1.  District  Moderator. 

2.  District  Clerk. 

3.  One  member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  en- 
suing two  years. 

4.  One  member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  en- 
suing three  years. 

5.  District  Treasurer. 

6.  District  Auditor. 

Article  2.  To  determine  and  fix  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board,  and  Truant  Officer  and  to  fix  the  com- 
pensation of  any  other  officers*  or  agents  of  the  school 
district. 

Article  3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors, 
Committees,  or  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  construction,   equipment  and  fur- 
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nishing  of  a  new  elementary  school  addition  to  the 
present  Greenland  Central  School  and  for  making  the 
necessary  alterations  to  the  existing  building,  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  $110,000  and  whether  the  district  will  vote 
to  raise  all  or  any  portion  of  this  sum  so  raised  and  ap- 
propriated through  the  issuance  of  serial  notes  or  bonds 
upon  the  credit  of  the  district ;  and  to  further  authorize 
the  school  board  to  determine  the  terms  and  conditions 
upon  which  the  notes  or  bonds  s-hall  be  issued  including 
the  sale  and  time  and  place  of  payment  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  and 
any  Amendments  relating  thereto.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Greenland,  New  Hampshire : 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  eighth  annual  report 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  school  year  1955-1956  opened  with  the  following 
personnel : 

Mr.  Eugene  Haight,  Principal  and  teacher  of  Grade  8. 

Mrs.  Gwendolene  Sanderson,  teacher  of  Grades  6-7. 

Mrs.  Marion  Kenison,  teacher  of  Grades  5-6. 

Mrs.  Lillian  Hodges,  teacher  of  Grades'  3-4. 

Mrs.  Mary  Varrell,  teacher  of  Grades  2-3. 

Mrs.  Margaret  Blakeney,  teacher  of  Grade  1. 

Mrs.  Eleanor  Henry,  teacher  of  Music. 

Miss  Mary  Shea,  School  Nurse. 

Mr.  Douglas  Robertson,  teacher  of  Handwriting. 

This  list  includes  three  new  teachers.  Mr.  Eugene 
Haight  of  Kingston  is  a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers 
College  and,  after  teaching  in  Nashua  for  one  year, 
served  as  Principal-teacher  of  the  Bakie  School  in  King- 
ston for  three  years.  Mrs.  Gwendolene  Sanderson  of 
Greenland  is  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers  College 
and  has  had  previous  teaching  experience  in  Stratham, 
Greenland  and  Dedham,  Massachusetts.  Mrs.  Mary 
Varrell  of  Rye  is*  a  graduate  of  Gorham  Normal  School 
and  has  taught  in  Eliot,  Maine  for  six  years. 

By  last  spring  it  became  apparent  that  four  teachers 
could  no  longer  teach  effectively  the  number  of  students 
that  would  be  in  school.  For  example,  we  could  count 
forty-six  students  that  would  be  in  the  third  and  fourth 
grades  and  around  forty  students  in  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades*.  After  considerable  thought  and  study, 
it  was  decided  that  the  best  solution  to  the  problem 
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would  be  to  have  a  teacher  for  the  eighth  grade,  a  teach- 
er for  the  first  grade  and  divide  the  remaining  six 
grades  among  four  teachers  so  that  each  one  would  have 
one  grade  and  about  half  of  another  to  teach.  This 
would  reduce  the  number  of  students  in  each  room  to  a 
reasonable  and  desirable  figure. 

The  remainder  of  the  problem  was  to  find  the  best 
available  areas  for  the  two  additional  classes.  It  was 
decided  that  with  some  renovation  one  end  of  the  cafe- 
teria area  could  be  used  by  the  first  graders  if  the 
length  of  the  school  day  were  shortened  for  them.  Also, 
it  was  felt  that  as  the  auditorium  area  was  the  least 
desirable  to  use  because  of  various  interferences,  the 
oldest  group,  namely  the  members  of  grade  eight, 
should  be  best  able  to  use  this  room. 

As  a  temporary  arrangement,  I  believe  that  this  solu- 
tion to  the  problem  has  been  reasonably  successful. 
However,  it  should  not  be  used  for  more  than  this  year. 

As  a  permanent  solution  to  the  enrollment  problem, 
the  School  Board  and  the  committee  whom  they  selected 
to  advise  them  have  worked  diligently  with  Mr.  Edward 
Miles  of  Exeter,  who  was  selcted  as  architect,  to  pre- 
pare studies  of  means-  of  expanding  the  building. 

The  studies  which  they  are  submitting  to  the  citizens 
for  their  approval  would  seem  to  solve  very  well  the 
school  building  needs  of  Greenland.  These  studies  in- 
corporate two  things  which  would  appear  to  be  essential, 
namely,  that  there  be  eight  classrooms,  one  for  each 
grade,  and  that  the  auditorium  area  be  appreciably 
larger  than  the  present  one.  I  sincerely  hope  that  a  fa- 
vorable vote  will  be  received  so  that  the  new  plant  can 
be  ready  for  use  by  next  Fall. 

The  one  bright  spot  as  far  as  the  taxpayer  is  con- 
cerned is  that  the  Legislature  passed  the  School  Build- 
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ing  Aid  Bill  and  it  is  practically  certain  that  the  State 
will  reimburse  the  School  District  for  twenty  per  cent 
of  the  annual  payment  of  principal  on  the  bond  issue. 

The  work  of  Mr.  Burton  Brackett  as  janitor  is  very 
satisfactory. 

The  Hot  Lunch  program  continues  to  be  an  excellent 
one  and  Mrs.  Laura  Allen  and  her  volunteer  assistants 
deserve  much  credit. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  and  tables  which 
follow. 

I  again  wish  to  thank  the  citizens,  the  members  of 
the  School  Board,  and  the  teachers'  for  their  continued 
support  and  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

It  is  an  honor  and  a  privilege  to  write  this  annual 
report.  Inasmuch  as  I  was  not  here  last  June,  it  will 
deal  only  with  the  first  half  of  the  1955-1956  school 
year. 

The  "housing  situation"  at  Central  School  is  quite 
critical.  Grade  I  is  in  the  cafeteria,  and  Grade  VIII  is 
in  the  auditorium.  The  need  for  classroom  space  has 
forced  the  suspension  of  the  shop  and  home  economics 
courses.  We  could  not  have  a  Christmas  program  for 
the  public,  because  the  auditorium  is  in  use  as  a  class- 
room. It  is  a  difficult  situation  for  the  eighth  grade  be- 
cause other  grades  pass  through  there  going  to  and 
from  the  washrooms,  drinking  fountains  and  cafeteria. 
Whenever  there  is  a  public  function  in  the  auditorium 
it  necessitates  moving  the  school  equipment. 

Mrs.  Henry,  our  music  supervisor,  has  been  having 
music  periods  in  the  auditorium  Wednesdays  for  Grades 
V-VIII.  She  visits  the  classrooms  of  the  other  four 
grades. 

The  school  nurse-teacher,  Miss  Shea,  visits  Green- 
land on  Thursdays.  In  addition  to  her  regular  work,  she 
plans  to  visit  the  eighth  grade  as  part  of  a  special  health 
course  designed  to  educate  the  pupils  in  the  direction  of 
healthful  living.  Physical  examinations  for  some  of  the 
pupils  is  to  be  a  P.T.A.  project  for  this  year. 

Twenty  three  boys  participated  in  touch  football.  We 
were  only  able  to  schedule  one  game.  However,  the 
boys  enjoyed  themselves  very  much  and  learned  some 
basic  fundamentals  of  bodily-contact  sports.  We  plan 
to  have  baseball  and  softball  in  the  spring. 
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The  eighth  grade  is  planning  to  go  on  the  Province- 
town  Cruise  in  June.  This  will  be  their  class  trip.  They 
have  had  a  magazine  drive  and  sold  greeting  cards  to 
rais*e  money  for  this  trip.  They  plan  to  sponsor  some 
one  act  plays  and  serve  a  supper  before  graduation.  The 
year  book  is  under  discussion  and  will  be  forthcoming 
soon.  Students  from  Grades  V-VIII  attended  a  box  social 
sponsored  by  the  eighth  grade.  All  appeared  to  have  an 
enjoyable  evening. 

Mrs.  Laura  Allen  and  the  mothers  who  volunteer 
their  time  deserve  much  credit  for  the  fine  meals  pre- 
pared for  our  school  lunch  program. 

Mr.  Hoyt,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  has  been 
very  helpful  with  his  timely  suggestions  and  advice. 

Greenland  children  are  fortunate  in  having  a  con- 
scientious school  board,  interested  parents,  a  capable 
superintendent,  and  dedicated  teachers.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  write  this  report.  At 
last  the  children  of  Greenland  are  to  have  a  medical 
check-up.  At  least  certain  grades  will  have  this.  Your 
P.T.A.  has  set  aside  a  sum  of  money  for  this  project. 
When  this  has  been  carried  out,  I  have  no  doubt  that 
all  of  you  will  agree  it  has  been  worthwhile. 

During  the  past  year,  all  the  children  of  the  first  and 
second  grades  were  eligible  for  the  Salk  Vaccine  in- 
jecions  for  the  prevention  of  Polio.  During  the  current 
year,  all  children  from  five  to  ten  years-  of  age  will  be 
eligible  for  this  prevention.  At  present,  the  part  the 
schools  will  play  in  this  is  not  known. 

Many  notes  relative  to  vision  have  gone  home  to  par- 
ents, and  all  children  have  not  as  yet  been  checked.  I 
think  a  comment  on  the  number  of  visual  disturbances 
will  not  be  remiss  at  this  time.  Television,  in  itself,  is 
not  to  blame  for  faulty  vision,  but  the  way  it  is  viewed 
by  children  may  be  detrimental.  Poor  or  badly  placed 
lighting,  lying  on  a  couch  or  sitting  very  close  to  the  set 
for  hours  at  a  time  can  cause  eyestrain. 

With  the  exception  of  a  very  minor  communicable 
disease  and  colds,  the  health  of  the  children  has  been 
very  good  so  far.  Much  of  this  can  be  attributed  to  your 
excellent  hot  lunch  program. 

The  cooperation  of  the  teachers  and  parents  has  been 
most  helpful  to  me.  I  wish  to  thank  all  of  you  for  your 
help  and  hope  we  will  have  more  and  better  health 
services  for  the  school  each  succeeding  year.
